SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


In  issuing  this,  the  eighteenth  annual  report  of  our  work, 
we  are  thankful  for  the  year  of  large  opportunities  which  God 
has  given  us  in  these  times  of  great  business  depression,  and 
enabling  us  to  render  such  assistance  to  the  unfortunate  ones 
who  have  come  to  us  homeless,  friendless,  and  in  many  in¬ 
stances  discouraged,  and  weak  from  lives  of  roaming  far  from 
home  and  friends,  as  they  enter  our  “  Industrial  Home,”  where 
they  have  been  more  than  welcomed. 

We  realize  more-  fully  than  ever  how  utterly  impossible  it  is 
to  give  an  adequate  idea  of  the  actual  work  accomplished, 
and  of  the  results  attending  our  efforts,  put  forth  in  behalf  of 
those  whom  we  seek  to  help  out  of  the  environment  of  sin,  and 
implant  in  them  a  desire  to  live  a  Christian  life  and  turn  from 
the  things  which  have  caused  and  destroyed  their  hopes. 

We  believe  this  work  has  the  stamp  of  the  Saviour’s  approval, 
because  of  the  success  which  has  attended  our  humble  efforts 
put  forth  in  his  name. 

Christ  when  on  earth  was  ever  mindful  of  the  needs  of  the 
poor,  saying,  “  For  ye  have  the  poor  always  with  you,”  when 
the  disciples  would  have  turned  the  hungry  multitude  away 
after  listening  to  the  preaching  of  Christ  all  day  :  he  would  not 
permit  it,  because  of  his  compassion  for  them.  He  ordered 
them  to  be  seated,  and  gave  instructions  to  feed  them.  Again, 
when  on  the  cross,  and  suffering  both  mental  and  physical 
agony,  the  like  of  which  no  mortal  has  ever  endured,  notwith¬ 
standing  His  suffering,  he  was  not  unmindful  of  his  mother,  who 
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stood  near  the  cross,  realizing  she  was  soon  to  be  deprived  of 
his  earthly  companionship ;  he  lovingly  commended  her  to  the 
care  of  the  loving  apostle  John,  no  doubt  feeling  assured  he 
would  kindly  care  for  all  her  physical  necessities  in  the  future. 

On  another  occasion  after  His  resurrection,  when  his  disci¬ 
ples  had  taken  up  their  old  occupation  and  gone  “a-fishing,” 
after  they  had  toiled  all  night  and  caught  nothing,  in  the 
morning  he  watched  their  return  to  shore ;  they  were  discour¬ 
aged,  disappointed,  and  hungry.  What  did  Christ  do?  He 
immediately  made  a  fire  and  prepared  a  breakfast  for  them, 
thus  showing  his  thoughtfulness  in  behalf  of  their  physical 
necessities,  as  in  the  other  cases. 

These  examples  of  Jesus,  also  :  the  “  Parable  of  the  Good 
Samaritan  ”  ;  his  rebuke  to  the  sin  of  selfishness  and  omission 
to  help  the  needy  when  we  had  the  opportunity,  as  related  in 
the  twenty-fifth  chapter  of  Matthew,  when  he  says,  “I  was  an 
hungered,  a  stranger,  thirsty,  naked,  sick,  and  ye  gave  me  no 
meat,  took  me  not  in  ;  naked,  and  ye  clothed  me  not ;  sick 
and  in  prison,  and  ye  visited  me  not.”  Adding  in  conclusion, 
He  said,  “  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  not  to  one  of  the  least  of 
these,  ye  did  it  not  to  me.” 

The  foregoing  only  gives  us  one  side’  of  the  nature  and  spirit 
of  Jesus.  If  we  study  His  nature  and  character  we  will  find 
that  he  was  very  practical  in  his  dealings  with  the  masses. 

He  believed  in  the  spirit  of  industry. 

He  said  on  one  occasion,  in  speaking  of  the  principle  of  his 
kingdom,  in  reference  to  those  who  stood  idle  in  the  market 
place,  “Why  stand  ye  here  all  the  day  idle?”  They  said 
unto  Him,  “  Because  no  man  hath  hired  us.” 

He  said  unto  them,  “  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard,  and  what¬ 
soever  is  right  I  will  give  you.” 

He  further  said,  “  My  Father  worketh  hitherto,  and  I  work.” 

We  believe  that  men  should  (when  physically  able)  work  for 
that  which  they  receive,  because  the  Apostle  Paul  says,  “  If  any 
would  not  work,  neither  should  he  eat.”

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James  Russell  Lowell  says,  “  No  one  is  born  into  this  world 
whose  work  is  not  born  with  him.” 

Therefore  we  believe  in  educating  men  to  self-respect  by 
making  employment  the  basis  of  relief,  and  thereby  offering 
the  individual  an  opportunity  to  support  himself  and  those 
dependent  upon  him. 

It  is  hard  to  see  a  man  suffering  from  hunger,  when  he  is 
able  and  willing  to  work ;  it  ought  to  be  made  possible  for  this 
man  to  work  by  giving  him  an  opportunity,  so  that  he  may  not 
be  in  this  condition. 

The  Boston  Industrial  Home,  then,  is  only  another  name  for 
opportunity  in  this  regard.  Surely  this  Home,  which  is  follow¬ 
ing  in  the  footsteps  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  trying  to  apply  his 
principle  and  teachings  to  suffering  humanity,  should  merit 
the  approval  and  enlist  the  co-operation  of  all  his  followers,, 
irrespective  of  class  or  creed. 

WHAT  ARE  YOU  DOING  FOR  THESE  INDIVIDUALS? 

In  trying  to  answer  this  question  we  might  say,  we  “  become 
all  things  to  all  men.” 

Does  a  man  want  work?  We  furnish  it. 

Is  he  hungry?  We  feed  him. 

Naked?  We  clothe  him.  A  stranger?  We  take  him  in. 

Sick  ?  We  provide  him  with  a  physician,  medicine,  and  nurse 
him.  Are  they  unclean?  We  furnish  them  a  bath  and  clean 
clothes. 

Do  they  need  legal  advice?  We  furnish  it.  Are  they  in 
prison?  We  visit  them.  Is  he  anxious  about  his  sins,  and 
wishes  to  live  a  Christian  life?  We  point  him  to  the  Saviour. 

HOW  MUCH  OF  THIS  WORK  HAVE  YOU  DONE? 

Total  number  of  beds  furnished  to  men  and  women  the  past 
year  were  30,845  ;  7,082  of  this  number  were  furnished  to  women.

Total  number  of  meals  supplied  were  45,973  ;  10,352  of  this 
number  were  supplied  to  women. 

Total  number  of  baths  supplied  were  9,620 ;  this  alone  is 
-worthy  of  any  one’s  consideration,  because  of  the  sanitary 
effect  it  has  among  this  class,  who  are  not  in  a  condition  to  sit 
in  our  public  places ;  but  when  their  clothes  are  fumigated  and 
their  bodies  bathed,  the  change  in  their  physical  condition  is 
very  marked. 

Dr.  H.  D.  Boyd,  our  physician,  has  treated  403  different 
patients,  and  furnished  1,402  free  prescriptions  and  medicines 
to  inmates  in  the  Home,  as  well  as  to  many  in  the  community, 
sending  also  many  persons  to  the  city  hospitals,  where  they  have 
been  kindly  received  and  treated. 

We  have  furnished  hundreds  of  suits  of  clothes,  boots, 
shoes,  hats,  caps,  etc.,  to  those  destitute  and  in  need  of  the 
same. 

We  have  expended  $275.68  in  sending  the  sick  and  unfortu¬ 
nates  to  their  homes. 

We  have  done  a  grand  work  by  furnishing  employment 
through  our  steam  laundry,  and  delivered  3,754^  tons  of  coal 
and  719  cords  of  wood,  furnishing  19,270  days’  work  to  the 
unemployed  to  accomplish  this  task. 


WHAT  DO  YOU  DO  SPIRITUALLY  FOR  THOSE  UNDER  YOUR  CARE? 

We  have  held  409  religious  meetings,  with  a  total  attendance 
of  20,754.  Many  of  those  who  attended  those  meetings,  accord¬ 
ing  to  their  own  testimony,  have  not  heard  the  gospel  before 
for  years. 

We  have  the  names  of  404  who  have  commenced  to  live  a 
Christian  life,  a  large  number  of  whom  have  been  restored  to 
their  families,  and  hundreds  are  filling  places  of  great  responsi¬ 
bility  and  trust,  and  an  honor  to  themselves  and  their  friends 
who  have  helped  them.

THE  RESCUE  BAND 

are  a  body  of  young  men  who,  having  been  saved  from  a  life  of 
sin,  have  banded  themselves  together  for  practical,  aggressive 
rescue  work ;  they  have  met  with  great  success.  They  visit  the 
sick,  go  after  a  fallen  brother  when  led  astray,  and  provide 
entertainment  in  the  way  of  concerts  and  lectures,  etc. 

They  also  lead  in  the  gospel  meetings,  and  take  an  active 
part  in  all  the  religious  work. 

THE  BIBLE  CLASS 

is  perhaps  the  greatest  spiritual  agency  connected  with  the 
Home.  The  men  come  together  every  Sabbath  afternoon  at 
2.30  p.  m.,  and  study  systematically  the  Word  of  God,  which 
enables  them  to  deal  with  men  from  a  scriptural  standpoint. 

THE  SABBATH  SCHOOL 

has  accomplished  a  grand  work  amongst  the  children  of  the 
■community,  who  would  never,  perhaps,  hear  the  gospel  in  any 
other  way  but  for  the  opportunity  offered  them  in  the  school,  a 
large  proportion  of  them  being  Jews. 

The  cottage  at  Beachmont,  where  the  tired  workers,  the 
inmates  of  the  Home,  the  poor  children  and  others  of  the  com¬ 
munity  go  every  summer  and  get  rest  for  a  few  days,  has  been 
worth  more  than  we  can  possibly  estimate  in  dollars  and  cents 
when  compared  with  the  rest  and  strength  gained,  which  has 
fitted  us  for  the  arduous  labors  of  the  year’s  work  which  is  to 
follow.  We  also  distributed  2,200  fresh-air  tickets,  giving  the 
poor  a  chance  to  visit  the  different  parks  and  the  seashore  for  a 
day’s  outing,  which  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  all. 

THANKSGIVING  AND  CHRISTMAS 

have  always  been  days  which  have  brought  joy  and  gladness  to 
the  hearts  of  many  because  of  the  abundance  of  good  things 
which  we  have  been  enabled  to  provide  for  the  homeless  and 
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friendless.  We  have  kept  open  house  on  those  occasions  ;  not 
only  have  those  who  were  inmates,  but  the  poor  of  the  com¬ 
munity  reported  to  us  by  the  police  of  Division  5,  were  well 
supplied  with  turkey,  pudding,  fruit,  etc. 

The  Christmas  tree  for  the  poor  children  of  the  South  End, 
to  which  the  merchants  of  our  city  cheerfully  contributed,  is 
always  looked  forward  to  as  an  annual  thing  of  great  enjoyment, 
when  a  delightful  entertainment  is  furnished,  as  well  as  hundreds 
of  useful  articles,  toys,  games,  etc.,  given  away. 


INDIVIDUAL  CASES. 

Space  will  not  permit  for  me  to  mention  many  individual 
cases,  but  in  order  that  my  reader  may  understand,  I  will 
mention  a  few. 

In  the  first  place,  we  have  many  young  girls  sent  us  in  a 
delicate  condition,  while  others  have  come  themselves  and 
applied  for  admission,  and  in  some  instances  they  have  been 
accompanied  by  friends  interested  in  them.  We  have  taken 
many  girls  from  houses  of  ill  fame,  who  are  now  living  pure 
lives.  These  girls  have  been  left  stranded  and  forsaken  by  the 
men  who  have  accomplished  their  ruin. 

One  young  woman,  who  came  from  a  respectable  family  in  a  - 
near  town  to  Boston,  was  at  first  ashamed  to  reveal  her  identity, 
but  said  she  was  from  a  distant  city ;  when  she  had  been  kindly 
treated  and  brought  under  the  power  of  the  gospel,  she  told  the 
truth,  revealing  a  sad,  sad  story.  After  she  became  a  mother  she 
was  sent  to  her  home.  Her  mother,  who  was  present  when  she 
entered,  knew  nothing  of  the  unfortunate  condition  of  her 
daughter  until  she  appeared  that  night  with  her  little  baby  in 
her  arms.  It  was  a  touching  scene,  one  not  long  to  be  forgotten, 
to  see  the  erring  child,  like  the  prodigal  of  old,  pleading  for 
forgiveness  from  a  loving  and  broken-hearted  mother.  This  is 
only  one  of  many  such  cases  we  might  mention  had  we  the  time 
and  space  to  do  so.

Dear  Sir  :  Your  letter  of  the  18th  inst.  reached  me  just  as  I  was 
leaving  the  office  to  keep  an  important  engagement  for  this  after¬ 
noon,  and  I  have  but  few  moments  to  write.  I  will  say,  however, 
that  I  have  an  engagement  for  to-morrow  evening  which  will  pre- 
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vent  my  being  present  at  the  eighteenth  anniversary  of  the  Boston 
Industrial  Home.  I  do  not  ordinarily  make  engagements  for  Sun¬ 
day,  as  I  feel  obliged  to  keep  that  day  for  rest.  If  it  were  possible, 
however,  I  should  be  glad  to  be  present,  and  say  a  few  words  in  be¬ 
half  of  the  work  which  is  being  performed  by  the  Home,  as  I  feel 
sure,  from  all  I  have  read  and  known  about  it,  that  it  is  one  of  the 
most  valuable  charitable  and  industrial  institutions  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  I  know  of  none  that  is  doing  greater  or  more  impor¬ 
tant  work  in  the  way  of  practical  aid  and  assistance  to  those  who 
have  been  unfortunate.  The  large  number  who  have  been  assisted 
during  the  past  year  amounting,  as  I  understand,  to  more  than 
30,000  persons,  some  7,000  of  whom  were  women,  speaks  for  itself, 
and  there  is  no  need  of  any  further  evidence  of  the  vast  amount  of 
work  you  are  doing  for  the  benefit  of  people  who  are  in  distress.

The  work  that  we  have  helped  to  do  in  ridding  the  city  of 
the  mendicants  who  make  a  practice  of  stopping  you  on  the 
street,  calling  at  your  back  door,  and  in  many  instances  insult¬ 
ing  pedestrians  when  they  cannot  get  the  money  which  they 
solicit  to  spend  in  the  nearest  barroom,  has  been  greatly  ap¬ 
preciated  by  the  public. 

The  tickets  which  we  sell,  eight  for  one  dollar,  has  proved 
most  practical  in  solving  the  problem  as  to  how  to  deal  with 
this  class.  The  ticket  represents  a  meal  or  a  lodging,  which 
the  applicant  may  receive  on  presenting  the  ticket  at  the 
Home.  By  the  use  of  these  tickets  the  worthy  persons  will  be 
protected,  and  the  true  character  of  the  unworthy  will  be  re¬ 
vealed  when  he  does  not  present  the  same. 

The  cheap  lodging  house,  which  has  become  a  harbor  for  so 
many  of  these  professional  schemers  and  beggars,  has  been  put 
under  police  inspection ;  and  by  the  aid  of  the  police  authori¬ 
ties,  co-operating  with  us,  we  have  been  enabled  to  suppress, 
this  practice  of  begging  on  the  streets,  etc.,  which  had  become 
such  a  nuisance.

were  taken  at  a  time  when  their  services  were  so  much  needed. 
I  shall  not  say  any  more  in  reference  to  the  loss  sustained  by 
the  death  of  these  loved  ones,  as  our  President  will  speak  of  it 
in  his  report. 

We  were  fortunate  in  securing  as  Matron  the  services  of  Miss 
Carrie  Trenholm,  who  has  done  noble  service  in  the  work  to 
which  she  has  been  called. 

Many  a  poor  woman  and  unfortunate  girl  has  found  in  her 
truly  a  sister,  who  by  the  kindly  advice  and  counsel  given  have 
been  enabled  to  meet  the  trials  and  temptations  of  life  which 
confront  them. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  assisted  us 
in  any  way ;  especially  would  we  mention  Mr.  Arthur  Gordon, 
the  son  of  our  late  beloved  President,  who  has  conducted  the 
meetings  on  Thursday  evenings,  and  led  the  Bible  class  on  sev¬ 
eral  occasions.  Also  the  students  from  Harvard  College,  who 
have  come  regularly  on  Tuesday  evenings  and  rendered  such 
valuable  services,  not  only  in  word,  but  also  in  song. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  our  President,  Hon.  Jonathan  A.

VICE  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


The  past  year  has  not  allowed  us  the  slightest  recession  in 
our  work.  The  number  of  persons  who  find  refuge  here  every 
night  in  the  round  year,  averages  about  one  hundred  men 
and  twenty  women,  and  their  character,  condition,  and  need  of 
aid  in  food,  shelter,  employment,  and  more  than  all  else  a 
Christian  power  and  uplift,  that  shall  save  them  from  utter 
ruin,  is  as  great  as  ever.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  such  a  Home 
as  this  meets  so  many  of  these  needs,  as  none  other  does,  the 
work  of  its  management  becomes  to  all  having  any  responsi¬ 
bility  therein  more  arduous,  more  trying,  and  more  difficult. 
To  sift  out  of  this  heterogeneous  mass  of  humanity  the  con¬ 
firmed  and  worthless  drones  and  criminals,  and  to  give  the 
kind  word  and  helping  hand  to  those  who  will  both  appreciate 
and  be  savingly  helped  thereby,  requires  a  patience,  a  hopeful¬ 
ness,  a  courage,  and  a  knowledge  of  and  experience  in  hand¬ 
ling  men,  which  few  possess,  and  which  is  taxed  to  the  utmost 
in  our  excellent  Superintendent.  In  any  detail  of  results  which 
have  been  accomplished  in  saving  men,  I  refer  you  to  his  report. 

It  is  certain  that  while  there  are  Rescue  Missions,  so  called, 
upon  which  the  public  and  the  authorities  may  look  with  a 
good  deal  of  doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  of  their  management,  and 
the  need  of  their  existence,  the  Boston  Industrial  Home 
cannot  be  spared.  We  are  crowded  for  room  in  certain  re¬ 
spects,  especially  the  quarters  for  bathing,  as  every  new  in¬ 
mate  must  be  made  fit  for  the  clean  bed  furnished  him  ;  and  to 
meet  this  need  for  the  large  number  of  newcomers  nightly, 
makes  a  delay  until  often  past  midnight.  It  is  however  indis¬ 
pensable,  and  the  reputation  for  absolute  cleanliness  in  the 
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dormitories  of  this  Institution  cannot  otherwise  be  maintained. 
And  yet  any  such  enlargement  of  our  accommodations  as  will 
make  them  equal  to  every  requirement  is  not  practicable.  We 
are  doing  the  best  we  can  with  our  composite  and  connected 
buildings,  although  we  sometimes  regret  that  the  plan  of 
building  on  a  large  area  near  by  such  a  home  as  would  meet 
all  our  needs,  and  be  the  model  for  other  communities,  was  not 
accomplished  at  the  time  it  was  contemplated. 

We  have  as  the  successor  of  Mrs.  Roberts  an  excellent  and 
efficient  matron  in  Miss  Trenholm,  who  seems  to  be  growing 
into  a  love  for,  and  adaptation  to,  the  work ;  and  in  view  of  the 
recent  great  losses  which  this  institution  has  sustained  in  the 
death  of  President  Gordon,  Mrs.  Roberts,  Matron,  and  Mr. 
G.  H.  Quincy,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Miner,  of  its  Board  of  Directors, 
we  have  occasion  for  genuine  thankfulness  that  we  have  got 
along  so  well  the  past  year.  It  has  been  a  source  of  anxiety  to 
us  all  that  our  venerable  friend  Matthew  Cheney,  Treasurer, 
has  been  so  ill  that  for  weeks  he  could  not  attend  to  his  duties, 
■except  with  the  assistance  of  Hon.  S.  S.  Blanchard  as  Assistant 
Treasurer.  We  are  constantly  being  reminded  that  time  is 
making  great  changes  in  our  ranks,  and  that  we  need  recruits 
from  young  men  who  are  able  and  willing  to  give  to  this  ser¬ 
vice  that  time  and  consecration  which  it  unceasingly  demands.
